In the private sector, most companies retain a company 
lawyer or lawyers to do their every day legal work, keep 
the company out of trouble and see that all legal require¬ 
ments are met. Cities can have the same thing, aptly called 
the City Attorney. This is the lawyer for the public corpo¬ 
ration known as the City. 

According to Mike Miller, Arcadia’s City Attorney, “I 
am the legal arm of the City government. I’m here to help 
guide the public corporation to their various goals consis¬ 
tent with legal authority and legal procedure. As part of 
that. I do pretty much what any attorney does: 1) impart 
legal advice to the Council, die staff and City management; 
2) prepare or review legal documentation for the City; 3) 
dr^ City ordinances and resolutions; 4) provide a nego¬ 
tiation role; and 5) fulfill a litigation role. I handle some 
litigation directly but my duties are so consumed with the 
everyday corporate woric, that I have to sometimes hire 
outside counsel. I do control the strategy and oversee all 
those cases. So, basically I give advice, negotiate, draft 
documents, and oversee and handle litigation on behalf of 
the City government. 

“The areas we get involved with are very broad, includ¬ 
ing workers compensation, land use, environmental issues 
and personnel labor relations. We’re very much generalists. 
On occasion, we do have to hire specialists to handle a prob¬ 
lem. For example, one time soniebody that had a contract 
with the City was going to go through bankruptcy. We were 
concerned about protecting our interests and that is a very 
narrow specialty, so we had to hire outside counsel. 

“I attend Planning Commission meetings and City 
Council meetings. I also attend certain board meetings, 
particularly human resources when they have a hearing. I 
am the legal advisor and some of those meetings last for 
hours. In addition, to keep up with the law, I have to take 
reading material with me. We get case reports, statute re¬ 
ports, material to review, grievances. I cannot read it in the 
office. I have to do all that at home. 1 have to prepare con¬ 
tacts, etc. at home sometimes too, away from distractions 
and interruptions. I don’t keep track of the hours but. no, 
it’s not a 9 to 5, forty-hour week. 

“Also, the volume of work for the City is so extensive 
that sometimes I have to bring in outside counsel just to 
assist with the regular workload. This is an office where I 
could easily justify additional sUff, but have tried to keep 
the cost down for the City. City Council has set up a fund 
where, if I need outside help, I can get it on an as-needed

No wonder its “message”, if 
any, is obscure.

The intent of the new 60-member national advisory board 
is to examine current and emerging forces that shape foster 
care. CWLA. now in its 75th year, is an as.s.xriaiion of puoiic 
and private agencies that serve abused, neglected and vulner¬ 
able children and their familes. 

Five Acres is one of Southern California’s leading treat¬ 
ment centers for abused and neglected children with a diver¬ 
sity of services in addition to foster care placement, includ¬ 
ing emergency respite, residential treatment, therapeutic 
school, family preservation and deaf services. 

CWLA advocates on behalf of children, sets standards for 
agencies, trains and consults with government and voluntary 
agencies and is the world’s largest publisher of child welfare 
materials.

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U.S. Trade Representative Mickey Kantor’s last minute 
agreement to open Japan’s markets to American cars and auto 
parts may be seen as a political victory for President Clinton. 
But for California’s economy, the brinkmanship that the Presi¬ 
dent displayed was a costly mistake. 

The President’s aggressive sector-by-sector trade policy 
presented a Hobson’s choice for California. Had the admin¬ 
istration followed through on its threat to impose 100 percent 
tariffs on Japanese-made luxury cars, it would have under¬ 
mined chances for California companies to exploit rapidly 
growing export opportunities in Asia. 

Instead, the President’s trade policy seu a precedent 
whereby Japan is in a position to denuuid numerical trade tar¬ 
gets in those industries where the United States has substan¬ 
tial bilateral trade surpluses. In addition to agriculture, our 
motion picture and aerospace industries, the state’s most com¬ 
petitive export industries, have trade surpluses with Japan of 
$1 billion and $3.1 billkm respectively. 

In short, the political and economic forces unleased by the 
President’s confrontational trade policy poses a fundamental 
threat to our stale’s long-term prosperity. The best way for 
President Clinton to avert degener^ve and economically 


destructive tit for tat trade confrontations, and possibly an all- 
out trade war, is to push toward a new policy that will take 
advantage of the comparative economic strengths of both 
counties. 

The President should build upon the success of the GATT 
Uruguay Round by undeitidcing the initial steps to begin ne¬ 
gotiating a comprehensive free trade agreement with Japan 
and the other Pacific RiUi countries. 

While an actual free'trade agreement is many years ahead, 
eiOiihlinhi ng the basi$ for free trade negotiations would allow 
U.S. and Japanese i^gotiators to switch from policies that po¬ 
liticize trade issuesyexacobate friction, raise emotional stakes, 
erode public suppmt here for American objectives and risk 
undermining ecotjoinic growth in both countries.

est race and joins California Cup VI in headlining the final 
weekend of the 32-day meeting. 

The Yellow Ribbon and California Cup are part of a rich 
stakes program scheduled during Oak Tree’s 27th meeting, 
which begins Wednesday, Oct. 4. The action will hit full stride 
on the opening weekend when Oak Tree offers racing fans a 
chance to scout several Breeders’ Cup contenders in seven 
graded stakes races. 

“The array of stakes on opening weekend is designed to 
provide West Coast contenders with an atumitive prelude to 
this year’s Breeders’ Cup,” said Thomas S. Robbins, Oak 
Tree’s Director of Racing. The 1995 Breeders’ Cup is sched¬ 
uled three weekends later, Saturday, Oct. 28, at Belmont Park. 

Oak Tree will offer the $250,000 Goodwood Handicap (Gr 
11), $200,000 Oak Leaf Stakes (Gr I) and $125,000 Colonel 
F. W. Koester (Gr II) on Saturday, Oct. 7. The Sunday sched¬ 
ule includes the $300,000 Oak Tree Invitational (Gr 1), 
$200,000 Norfolk Stakes (Gr II) and $125,000 Lady’s Secret 
Handicap (Gr III), while the $100,000 Ancient Title Breed¬ 
ers’ Cup Handicap (Gr III) is carded on Monday, Oct. 9, 
Columbus Day. 

The Oak Tree Invitational has been shortened by two fur¬ 
longs to 1 1/4 miles, giving horses a natural progression to the 
1 1/2-mile Breeders’ Cup Turf. 

Oak Tree has raised the value of its stakes races by a total 
of $475,000 over last season. The most dramatic single in¬ 
crease has been accorded the Nov. 12 Yellow Ribbon Stakes. 

Cal Cup VI, the unique series of nine races offering a total 
of $1 million to Califomiabreds, has been moved back two 
weekends this year to Nov. 11, the meet’s final Saturday. Popu¬ 
lar Best Pal, racing’s leading active money-winner, is being 
pointed for the $250,000 Wells Fargo Bank Cal Cup Classic, 
which he won in 1993. 

The meeting commences on Oct. 4 with the traditional 
Autumn Days Handicap, a $100,000 event for fillies and 
mares at about 6 1/2 furlongs and will inaugurate Santa Anita 
Park’s newly-installed $2.3-million turf course.
